And be it further Enacted, That all the Clauses, Authorities, Rules, 
Regulations and Provisions, contained in the said recited Act of the Fifty- 
fourth year of His present hlajcsty’s Reign, and also all the Clauses, 
Authorities, Rules, Regulations and Provisions, contained in two several 
Acts passed in the last Session of Parliament, for amending the said 
recited Act of the Fifty-fourth year, shall be applied in the execution of 
this Act, as fully and effectually as if the same were repeated and 
re-enacted in this Act, except so far as the same are repealed or altered 
by this Act, or by any other Act or Acts, and that the said Acts and this 
Act shall he construed together as one Act, so tar as the same are com- 
patible and consistent witli each other; and that the Penalties and 
Forfeitures imposed or inflicted by this Act, shall and may (in all cases not 
22 otherwise provided for) be sued for, recovered, levied and applied in such 
manner and form, and by such ways and means, and with such Powers 
and Authorities, as are prescribed directed and appointed in and by an 
Act of Parliament made in Irdand in the Fourteenth and Fittcenth years 
of the Reign of his late hlajesty King Charles the Second, intituled, “An 

“ Act for settling the Flxcise or new’ Impost upon His Majesty, His Heirs 

“ and Successors, according to the Book of Rates therein inserted ; or 
by any other Law or Laws relative to His Majesty s Revenue of Excise 
or Customs in force in Irdand, as fully and effectually to all intents and 
purposes, a.s if the same were particularly mentioned and expressed and 
re-enacted in tliis Act, -with like remedy of Appeal to and for the Party 
or Parties who shall think him her or themselves aggrieved or injured, as 
in and by the said Act of Excise, or any Law or Laws relating to 
His Majesty’s Revenue of Excise in Ireland^ is provided. 
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
